Peace 

Previous to the outbreak of the war the newspapers devoted 
much space to the subject of the celebration, in a fitting manner of 
the One Hundred Years of Peace between Canada — or more 
properly- — between Great Britain and the United States. Since 
the war problem has come to occupy our minds no further men- 
tion has been made of these Peace celebration plans. Is it that this 
call to arms in the Old Land has put a stop to the preparations, and 
if so, why? What time is more opportune to cement firmly the 
two great countries of North America in a peace that shall last, not 
for One Hundred Years, but for all time? And there is no more 
fitting way of forming such a peace pact than by the celebration of 
the One Hundred Years of Friendship and Brotherhood that has 
passed between these two great nations. 

A Perpetual Peace between us will insure a continued prosper- 
ity for the whole of North America, even though the nations of the 
— - Old World shall be at war for many months, and even though 
Canada continues to do her part — as she assuredly will — to break 
a military despotism which makes even the least semblance of 
Peace impossible. 

That assured Peace brings greater prosperity is shown by the 
advance of Argentine and Chile upon whose borders a statue of 
Christ has stood for many years as a surety that, come what may, 
these two nations will war with each other no more. 

We trust that there will be no slay in the plans for the celebra- 
tion; for under the present trying conditions such a celebration will 
be more pregnant with meaning and will have more far-reaching 
results, not only for to-day but for all time. Canada and the United 
States cannot be first but there is no reason why wc shouldn't 
prove a good second. 



When Great Britain entered the war 
against Germany there was a general 
fe. linn that U>e British Admiralty 
Hoard should have the benefit of the 
counsel ol John Arbuthnol Fisher. 
Raton Fisher of KUverstone, Admiral 
of the Fleet at the time of his retire- 
nt nt in lull. That consummation has 
now been brought about bv his appoint- 
no nt as First Sen Lord of the Admir- 
alty to succeed Admiral Prince Louis of 
Battenberg, whose resignation was 
caused by popular clamor aroused by 
the fact Ilia t lie is of German birth anil 
parentage, though a British subject by 
naturalisation, and has given forty- 
eight years of his life in royal service 
in the navy. 

More than to any other man, the 
present efficiency of the British navy 
is due tn Lord Fisher. He planned the 
ships, he trained the officers, he in- 
spired the strategy which Is now hold- 
ing command of the North Sen. Even 
more, England for years looked to him 
to win a great naval victory some day 
against a foe, presumably Germany, 
Which would crown him a second Nel- 
son. 

For a man who has done so much 
hi- Is curiously unknown to his fellow 
countrymen, Entering the navy at 
13, he did good service like many an- 



other officer, but attracted attention 
almost exclusively from his superiors. 
Ills great opportunity did not come 
until he was over 60. Then came a day 
When lliure was ottered to him the 
highest prize of a sailor's ambition in 
lime of peace — the position of First Sea 
Lord. 

HAD IDEAS OF HIS OWN. 

But even that honor he would only 
take on terms. He carried in his brain 
a full scheme of reorganization. lie 
believed the training and the distribu- 
tion of th« navy to be perilously out of 
date. He had watched the change from 
wooden walls to iron citadels packed 
with tremendous and exquisite ma- 
chinery- Yet there had been no funda- 
mental change since Nelson's time in 
Hie method of training officers for their 
profession. 1 

There had been * revolution in 
England's political relations, and it 
was clear to him that the etruaeie of 
life and death In the future would be 
fought In the North Sea and no other 
where. Yet England's fleets were still 
organized as though the Mediterranean 
would bs, as in the eighteenth century, 
the chief scene of crisis. British ships 
were stationed anywnere but whore 
they would probably have to fight.

Dr. Hendrie Is no doubt ti fair-minded and impartial arbitrator, and 
usually manages t<» keep the players under control even In an important 
contest, ills decisions Witt ve never gone undisputed, however, and McOill 
has lost sufficient games in recent years through off-color rulings to make 
the executive extremely careful when the officials are being selected for Im- 
portant names. 

A curious fact in connection with the career of Dr. llcndrie is that he 
seems to be the favorite offlrlul of the Toronto club. Varsity Invariably 
suggests ills name aa referee, nnd If this Is unacceptable to the other team 
he Is rung in as umpire. The VeOlll executive refused to aeeept Kendrlc In 
the rerent game In Toronto, and this gave rise to much Ill-feeling on the 
part of Captain Charlie Gage, of the Varsity fourteen. 

liage la probably one of the most interesting characters At present play- 
ing Intercollegiate football in Canada. Ills name has been a household 
word lot- manv years wherever football fans have congregated, Hamilton. 
Ont., held the' record for the longevity of its football heroes when bald- 
headed Hen Simpson used to star at centre-half for the Tigers, and In Charlie 
Huge. Ihe Venerable schoolmaster seems to have a promising successor. Al- 
though Gage has been attending Toronto tTnlvcrslty for a number of yrurs 
pasl and. In fact, broke Into the big show there, he has not yet decided to 
leave the cloister for the business world, and from present indications he will 
be with the Hlue and White for somo years to come. 

The Varsity captain has not always been a gridiron star, however, and 
in his younger days made a reputation for himself as a heavyweight boxer 
and w restler. During the first two or three years In which he waa a student 
at Toronto, and before he broke Into lue big fall pastime, Gnge won the 
wrestling- title at the university. Later In his career he carried off the 
Intercollegiate heavyweight boxing honors. Unfortunately for the Varsity 
Boxing*, Wrestling and Fencing tenm, however, their husky champion wad 
ruled out of the game by the Association on the around that he had for- 
feited fits standing as an amateur by taking part In profeaaional baseball 
gam.es., Since Hint he has not been allowed to exhibit hla prowess In the rims 
or on the mat. but has been one of the best and most consistent players on 
the Toronto University football team. i 

Gage has been one of the brightest stars In the football firmament since 
1H0!>. in that year he played outside wing for the Blue and White, and 
made a name for himself by his sensational tackling. Varsity won out In 
the Intercollegiate that year, and were called upon to play off with Ottawa 
I for the i >. ,mmion honors. The game, which wbb played on the Ttoscdalu 
Held In Toronto, was a walkover for the University team. Oage was cover- 
ing Btronach, who was probably the best outside wing In the Interprovin- 
cial at that time, and the Varsity man completely out-played his cover. At 
the conclusion of the struggle, Stronach, who was an exceptionally big man. 
picked Gage up and curried him off the field shoulder high, saying that he 
had never plaved against a better or cleaner opponent. No greater tribute 
could have been paid by one great player to another, and Oage undoubted* 
ly deserved the praise of his antagonist. 

Fontl>all followers who saw the incident In question nnd knew of the 
reputation which the big Varsity man had gained, have no doubt been sur- 
prised to see in the newspapers reports of rerent games, the name of Charlie 
Gage figuring In the penalty lists, and to hear of the fistic encounters In 
which he has Indulged while on the football field. The sudden change in 
method employed by Gage may be traced to the play-off between McOill and 
Varsltv In 1 î» 1 2 . It will he remembered that by winning this game, McGill 
took the Intercollegiate championship away from Toronto, where it had 
rested for four years. No doubt It was a sad blow to tho Queen City scribes, 
some of whom had wagered heavily on the result, and In the accounts of the 
game appearing In the Toronto papers the next Monday. Oage was criti- 
cized for not using his experience In the ring as a means of stopping some 
of the smaller McOill men. Whether or not the big Varsity star decided then 
and there that clenn work on the gridiron was not appreciated by Toronto 
fans is only known to himself, but the fart remains that. since that time 
hia reputation for good spnrtsmnnshl p has become rather~t>cnt. l'erhaps, 
since he has been barred from using his prowess with bis ,'fTeU In the ring, 
he has been unable to resist the temptation to take a swtng Wf an opponent 
on the gridiron when no one is looking.

what 1 know of the Canadian people 
nnd what I have read In the press. T 

I think that Canada has given the world 
a cteancut example of spontaneous and 

: Inspiring patriotism. 

"Canadian troops nre now In Eng- 
land. And the Canadian Government 
In perfect accord with Canadian public 
opinion, has given a further proof of 
Its willingness to pay the (nil of the 
trenches by promising Lord Kitchener 
a further contingent of .lO.nou men, to 
be sent, 10.0(10 at a time, as fast as 
they can be asslmllnted into the fight- 
Ing forces of the Allies. 

"Canndn has not even stopped t0| 
measure anv financial sacrifice that 
aiding Rnaiand might Involve. She 
has burled all party differences and to 
a large extent even economic conflicts. 
I believe thai she feels as Intensely 
upon the question of Oerman aggres- 
sion as docs England, and she ex- 
presses this feeling with more enthus- 
iasm, for Anglican reserve Is less a 
part of her people's nature than It is of 
the Kngllsh.

Ing their only try. 

This put Varsity in the lead and ac- ! 
counted fir the disorganization of the' 
McGlll team. Had Varsity been given 
only a free kick It Is not likely they ;

"A player being off-side (a) must' 
not touch the ball; lb) must not come 
within three yards ot a man standing' 
to catch the hall; to muid allow al 
man, running to catch the ball, or al 
man. catching a bounding hall, a falrj 
chance; (dl must not obstruct or an- 
noy an opponent.
